Secretary  General  Greets  Teachers 

TVeTecT”aVten(^^^^  Costa  Rican  educators,  there  opened 
yesterday  at  the  National  Theater  (Teatro  Nacional)  the  first  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Committee  for  the  Americas  (Ctonfe^nci^  del  Comite  para 
las  Americas)  of  the  World  Confederation  of’T'eaching  Professionals 
(tSohfederacTon  hhindial  de  las  Organizaclones  de  j^ofeslonales  de 
I&s^anza)  ,  under  liHe  auspices  of  tliis  latter  an<i  of  i.  ixi; — 
Xiisociacion  Nacional  de  Bducadores). 

— ^■■^Er!Enxsfir^”5u6Tic  Education,  Licenciado  Fernando  Eunnebaum 
Quiros,  presided,  and  who,  in  the  name  of^tKe  'Executive  Authority,  and. 
in  beautiful  and  prudent  words,  welcomed  the  delegates  of  the  ten 
countries  of  the  Americas  Which  were  attending  the  far-reaching  and 
important  conference. 

The  President  of  A.N.D.E. ,  Professor  Gamaliel  Cabezas,  then 
spoke,  emphasizing  the  transcendental  importance  of  these  meetings  of 
educators,  through  which  educational  systems  are  strengthened  and 
improved  to  the  peoples*  advantage.  Pir.  Cabezas  also  velcomed,  in  the 
name  of  A.N.D,E,,  the  delegates  to  the  important  meeting  from  other 
countries  of  the  Americas, 

After  a  musical  number  by  the  orchestra  directed  by  Professor 
Arnoldo  Herrera,  the  Secretary  General  of  the  World  Ccnfederation  of 
Teaching  Professionals,  Dr,  William  G,  Carr  of  the  U.S.A, ,  spoke. 

Dr.  Carr  explained  the  objectives  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  for  the  Americas,  and  which  we  will  summarize  saving  that  they 
are  the  analysis  of  the  educational  problems  of  the  continent  in  order 
to  seek  adequate  solutions,  the  improvement  of  educational  systems,  the 
education  and  enlightenment  of  educators,  and  the  rapprochement  of 
these  latter  to  the  international  plan. 

In  addition,  he  explained  that  the  Committee  for  the  Americas 
of  C.M.O.P.E,  was  formed  last  year  in  Washington— the  seat  of  the 
principal  office  of  the  Confederation— and  for  its  firso  meeting  had 
chosen  Costa  Rica  in  view  of  the  brilliant  history  our  scuntry  has  in 
education. 
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Among  other  facts  of  great  importance.  Dr.  Carr  made  known  that 
C,Ii.O,P.E.--a  non-governmental  organization— has  106  affiliated  organiza¬ 
tions  of  educators  of  6l  countries  of  different  languages,  customs, 
religions,  etc,,  but  with  the  common  objective  to  daily  iit^ove  the 
methods  and  systems  of  education  in  order  to  obtain  the  happiness  of 
mankind  with  the  guarantee  of  peace  and  understanding  among  all  peoples 
of  the "world j  to  this  end,  the  Confederation  has  regional  offices  in 
Europe,  India,  Japan,  and  is  now  planning  the  formation  of  offices  of 
this  type  in  Africa  and  Latin  America.  He  added  that  the  Confederation 
meets  annually  in  a  general  assembly  to  analyze  the  fundamental  problems 
of  education,"  These  assemblies  have  been" effected  in  England,  Germany, 
Italy,  Norway,  the  Philippines,  and  the  H.S.A.  This  year’s  will  be 
held  at  Amsterdam,  the  Netherlands;  He  also  said  that  the  Confederation 
has  3  million  affiliated  educators. 

He  praised  the  great  Costan  Rican  educator  Jose  Guerrero— first 
president  of  A.N.D.E.,  and  one  of  its  founders — "whom  I  know  for  1? 
years,  and  whom  I  have  always  admired," 

At" the"  meeting  opened  y6sterda3^  are  delegates  attending  from 
Canada,  U;S,A, ,  Mexico,  Panama,  Peru,  Colombia,  Brazil,  Venezuela,  the 
Caribbean,  and  Costa  Rica,  The  work  sessions  begin  tomorrow,  and  the 
closing  conference  will  be  on  Thursday  the  26th. 

The  inaugural  session  was  attended  by  the  following,  esipecially 
invited,  persons  in  addition  to  the  Minister  of  Education:  the  ex¬ 
presidents  of  A.N.D.E.,  Pir,  Jose  Guerrero,  Mss  Maria  Cristina  Rivera, 
and  Mr,  Guida  Sanchez  Fernandez,  and  the  President  of  A.P.S.E, ,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Guillermo  Herra  Barrantes,
